Bicknese and Agony That Livingstone 
Endured in Africa. 
Writing on David Livingstone, mis- 
/sionary and African explorer, Sir Har. 

ry B, Johnston says in the British 
Geographical Journal: “During the 
winter or rainy season of 1868-0 Liv- 
ingstone was very ill. He had been 
wet times without number and suf- 
fered from terrible pains tn (he chest 
end pneumonia, We wos often semi- 
delirious and subject to delusions, such 
as that the bark of the trees was cov- 
ered with figures and faces of men. 
He thought often of his children and 
friends, and ils thoughts seemed al- 
most to conjure them up before him. 
Yor tho first time In his life he was 
being carried and could not raise bim- 
eelf to a sitting position. ‘he Arabs 
were very kind to him fn his extreme 
weakness, but the vertical suv, biis- 
tering any part of the skin exposed to 
it, tried him sorely in the day marches, 

“In July, 1870, his feet were almost 
consumed with Irritable, eating ulcers, 
pulsating with pain. * * * hese sores 
were obviously communicated by mos- 
quitoes from the blood of the wretch- 
ed slaves who were tortured with 
them, Livingstone could fall asleep 
when he wished at the shortest notice, 
A mat ond a shady treo under which 
to spread it would at any time afford 
him a refreshing sleep. But In his 
last years of trave) sleep was often 
made sad by the realistic dreams of 
happy English life from which he wak- 
ened to find himself il! and consumed 
with anxicty that he might not live 
to complete bis mission. 

“After 1869 he suffered much from 
the results of the decay and loss of 
his molar teeth, so that imperfect mas- 
tication of rough African food induced 
severe dyspepsia, and his bodily 
strength weakened under a condition 
of permanent malnutrition, Stanley, 
by relieving him when he did, gave 
him at least two more years of life, 
fn cerivin measure of happiness and the 
sweet consolation that he was not for- 
gotten and that the magnitude of his 
discoveries was appreciated.”

CUZCO AND THE INCAS. 


Peru'e Ancient City Was on the Plan 
of the Roman Camp. 

The ancient city of Cuzco, when first 
viewed by European eyes, was, aceord- 
ing to the best authorities, a great and 
wealthy municipality of perbaps 200.- 
000 souls. How old it was at that time 
we bave scant meaus of knowing. 
Garcilasso would have us believe that 
there were only thirteen Tucas in the 
royal family line from Manco Capae 
to Huayna Capac. Montesinos, on the 
other hand, assures us that the lucas 
ruled a thousand years! Which are we 
to believe? No written bistory of the 
race exists—only the records of the 
juipus, those queer knotted strings 
which were the Incas’ sole documents 
and for which no archaeologist bas ns 
yet discovered the key, the Rosetta 
slone. 

Cuzco's original plan was, singularly 
enough, that of the Roman camp, a 
quadrangle divided by two Intersecting 
streets into quarters, with a gate on 
each face and towers at the angles. 

‘rhe Incas, like the citizens of the 
United States, bad no more definite 
name foe the’ country than Yavan- 
tinsuya, the Empire of the Tour Prov. 
fnces, The four streets of the capital, 
prolonged by great roads, divided it 
into four main provinces, each under 
the dominion of its governor. When 
their people came to Cuzco they lodged 
in their own quarter, where they ad- 
hered to their national costumes and 
the customs of their own province. 

The city today retaius the same 
general plan, its two principal strects 
being virtually the old main thorough- 
fares. Its two eastern quarters lie 
upon steep hillsides; the two western 
are in the valley, where runs s, tittle 
river, the Huatanay, spanned by 
bridges. 

The northeast quarter was (le Pala- 
tine hill of this South American Nome 
ond contains the palaces of the kings, 
for each Inca, after the manner of the 
Noman emperors, built bis own abode, 
scorning to live in that of his prede- 
cessor.—Scribner’s Magazine.

Parisian Cathedral,

in 1168 and finished in 1351. 

Alexander III. laid the foundation 
stone, the first mass being celebrated 
by the patriarch Heraclius. The grand 
old building has been sorely beset by 
many dangers and has witnessed many 
sirange and stirring scenes. 

he relgn of terror in 1793 led to 
such disgraceful orgies within the pre- 
cincts of the cathedral that it was 
closed to the public as a place of di- 
yine worship in 1794, but was reopen- 
ed in 1802 by Napoleon. ‘The interior 
has suffered sererely at times at the 
hands of the mob and individuals. 
The worst offender was perhaps Louis 
XIV., who, carrying out his fatber's 
vow, caused the destruction of the 
fourteenth century etalls, the high al- 
tar embellished with gold and silver 


statuettes, the cloisters, tombs and 
unique stained glasswork. In 1845 
restoration was necessary in many 


parts of the building, the work being 
successfully undertaken by 
Viollet le Due and Boeswillwald.

“EAT LIME,” HE SAYS 


RUDOLPH EMMERICH HAS FOUND 
A NEW PANACEA, 


He and Dr. Loew Declare That De- 


vouring Chalk Is the Infallible 
Cure For a Host of Diseases— 


Feeding Young Animals 0. Cal- 
cium Chloride Promotes Their 
Growth Amazingly, 


! Munich's famous  bacteriol 
Rudolph Emmerich, and shothes 
famous Munich man, Dr. Loew, hold 
that swallowing chalk is the infall- 
ible arcanum of health. They say 
that if only people will add to their 
food a sprinkling of calclum chloride 
they will grow bigger, stouter, and 
stronger; they will resist disease, be 
always in a good temper, and live so 
ong they will die of boredom with 

e. 

Emmerich {s professor of hygiene 
and bacteriology in Munich Univer- 
sity. He has eaten queerer things 
than chalk, In 1895 Abdul Hamid 
brought him to Constantinople to 
study the cholera, and Emmerich ate 
several thousand cholera bacilli and 
inoculated his blood with 
germs. He survived the ordeal, and 
now claims that while eating cholera 
germs is merely harmless, the daily 
consumption of a sprinkling of chalk 
is curative and invigorating. 

Emmerich and Loew have just con- 
cluded a series of experiments to test 
the influence of calcium chloride on 
the human body and the bodies of 
animals. They soon discovered that 
by feeding young animals on calcium 
chloride their growth and weight may 
be amazingly increased. Their first 
important experiment was with a lit- 
ter of piglets. They divided the litter 
in two, In feeding one half of the 
litter they added to the food one 


HERR EMMERICH, 
gramme of calcium chloride for every 


kilogramme of the piglet’s we'ght. 
That is, they gave to each piglet once 
a day a thousandth of its weight in 
calcium chloride. The other piglets 
were fed with exactly the same food 
as were the bechalked piglets, but 
they got no chalk. After seven weeks 
both batches were weighed. 
lets which had been chalked up were 
found to have increased by 155 per 
cent., and their rivals by only 75 per 
cent, 

From this Emmerich and Loew 
conclude that the normal food given 


to animajs and man does not contain» 


enough lime. So they have made ex- 


p .iments with an ailing baby which | 
had been putting on weight very slow-| 


ly. Considerable quantities of calcium 
chloride were added to the infant's 


food every alternate week, and the) 


weight each week minutely recorded. 


It was found that in the weeks when} 


calcium chloride was eaten the rate 
of growth was one-third greater than 
in the weeks when ordinary food was 
given. Thereupon calcium chloride 
was administered with food every 
week, and the infant grew more than 
noramlly big, strong, and animated. 
In the need of the anima! body for 
lime there is nothing new. The noy_1- 


ty was in feeding animals with the} 


cyemical in an organic state. German 
military scientists show that districts 
with water rich in lime salts supply a 
larger proportion of conscripis than 
districts with soft water, Carnivor- 
ous animals eat the bones of their 


victims merely because meat contains | 


vey little lime and they are driven 
by instinct to seek a supply of lime in 
the lime-rich bones. The same in- 
stinct impels domestic fowls to peck 
at stucco walls. Lime is normally 
found in large quantities in bones, 
lungs, and grey substance of the

which contain four times as much as_ 


their share. The heart and brain, 
says Emmerich, require lI'me quite as 
imperatively as do the bones, 

A lime-rich diet is necessary, but it 
is not enough.

| CRIME IN NEW Z=ALAND, 


British Commons Looks On Fair Sex Novelties In Summer Linens For the | Because of Certain Deterrents There 


Isn't a Great Deal of It. 


“We have hardly any crime in New, 
Zealand,” says an editor and lawyer 
who has lived many years in that 
country and who is now in the coure 
of a trip around the world, “I attri- 
bute It to the strength of our laws and 
the law-abiding spirit of the people, 
for the most part. Then there is an- 
other deterrent. It is the surety with 
which crime is punished, 

| “If aman has committed a murder 
in New Zealand he does not lie in 
jail for a year or two, as I am inform- 
ed sometimes happens in other coun. 
tries. We make an effort to bury him 
| within two weeks after sentence has 
been imposed. With us a man may 
| do pretty much as he likes so long as 
he does not interfere with the rights 
or interests of anybody else. The 
moment he does he comes in contact 
with the law. 
“IT cannot think of a single case of 
| murder in our country in the last 20 
| years in which the murderer has not 
| been caught and hanged. We inflict 
| the severest penalties in every case.

| Phe rank of a man or his wealth are | 


never in his favor in a court of law. 
It can procure him nothing, except a 
high-priced lawyer, perhaps. The ex- 
cuse of insanity and the testimony of 
|a corps of well-paid medical experts 
do not avail much, There is no ap- 
peal from the verdict of a court in a 
murder case, unless the judge him- 
self thinks the verdict of the jury is 
against the evidence, Otherwise the 
| conviction must stand. 

“The judge may direct that the 
question as to whether the verdict 
was proper or improper be settled by 
the judges of the Court of Appeal. 
Unless this is done the man who has 
been convicted is hanged within two 
or three weeks. There have been in- 
stances when a prisoner has been 
given grace by the governor, but they 
are rare, 

“In New Zealand we also proceed 
upon the assumption that a prison 
term is given for the purpose of act- 
ing as a deterrent to future crimes 00 
the part of an individual or of other 
individuals. It is our theory that 
crime should be puntshed and we do 
this and severely. The class of sick- 
ly sentimentalists who believe in 
turning jails into luxurious hotels, 
where the prisoner may enjoy run- 
ning water in his cell, a private bath, 
three-course meals and all the luxur- 
ies at the expense of the state that 
he might not be able to have if be 
were at large, is not strong with us. 
That is another reason why we have 
so little crime. 

“If a man is convicted he is pun- 
ished and that is an end to the wat- 
ter,”

The fact that Queen Alexandra has 
sent a wedding present to Manuel of 
Portugal, inscribed, “To my dear 
Manuel, King of Portugal, from his 
affectionate aunt, -Alexandra,” and 
that the King and Queen sent a pres- 
ent very similarly inscribed, caused 
much comment, and a good many 
people are still contending that Man- 
uel should not be openly styled King 
in a country that recognizes the Por- 
tuzuese Republic, and precedents are 
cited,

PRESIDENTIAL METI ALS. 


They Provide Likenesses For the Off 
cial Records. 

President Wilson will soon pose fos 
the presidential medal. When com 
pleted a few bronze copies will be 
struck off, and then the dies will be 
placed {In the vaults of the Philadeb 
phia mint, alongside the dies of medals 
of the twenty-six other famous Amer 
feans who have preceded Mr, Wilsos 
as president of this nation. 

Since the medal made of President 
George Washington It has been the 
custom to make the dies during the 
first few months of the president’s 
term. This provides against the pos 
sible loss of his likeness for the off 
cial record, 

Although the presidential medals are 
made early in an administration, some 
grent event or catastrophe might caus¢ 
the reverse side die to be reengraved 
If a man ts elected to a second teru 
the die for the reverse side is changed 
so that the dates of both Inaugura 
tions are recorded, A president's as 
sassination also requires the re-engray 
ing of the medal, so that the terrible 
deed may be banded down to pos 
terity on the same medal as that 
which bears the likeness of the mar 
tyred president. 

The reverse side of Lincoln's medal 
was engraved three times—first, short 
ly after his first election; second, afte 
his election for a second term ané 
again after his assassination and deatk 
April 14, 1865. The medals of Gar 
field and McKinley were also re-en 
graved a few weeks after thelr assas 
sination to record the fact.—Argonaut 


NEBO FOREST SHEEP. 


These Hardy Animals Go More Thar 
Four Months Without Water. 
\ Sheep in the Nebo national forest 
\ Utah, go four and a half months with 
out water except for such moisture as 
they get from the dew and the julces 
| of forage plants. 

Grazing sheep on a range entirely 
destitute of water ts a recent Innova. 
tion due to the increasing demand for 
fornge and the efforts of the forest 
oflicers to find a place on the forest 
ranges for all the stock that can safely 
be admitted. The area on the Nebo 
which bas now proved usable by sheep 
{gs high and rocky, a portion of it be 
{Ing above timber line, and it bas 
neither springs nor streams of suff- 
cient size or accessibility to be used 
for stock watering purposes. The 
grazing season lasts from June 15 ta 
Oct. $1, and during this period of four 
and a half months the animals do 
not get a drink, 

Under such conditions, however, the 
sheep have done extremely well, and 
last year’s lambs from this range bad 
an average weight at the close of the 
season of sixty-eight pounds on the 
Chicago market, which rather 
above the normal welght from that 
vicinity. 

In one area on the Targhee forest in 
Idaho sheep get water only twice dur 
ing the four months’ summer grat 
ing season. There ts no water on the 
range, but the sheep are driven to @ 
nearby stream lower down the moun. 
tain side.
